— The President ik pleased to approve the 
award of the “NAO SENA ME DAL/ “NAVY MEDAL” to 
the undermentioned personnel for aqt of exceptional devotion 
to duty or courage ; — 

j. Acting Captain SARDARI TAL SETHI, 

Indian Navy. 

In May 1970. Indian freighter— &S DAMODAR ZUARI 
suffered complete breakdown at sea, and was drifting help- 
lessly in the treachrouscurrents of the KUTCH Coast and 
was in danger of sinking due to flooding of the engine room. 
The ship was located in the early hours of 22nd May, 1970. 
The sea was rough and the situation presented a number 
of problems requiring quick decisions and prompt action, 
The task of towing the ship was given to INS KHUKR1, 
under the command of Acting Captain Sordini Lai vSethi. 
He sent a party of officers and seamen to board the Merchant 
Ship with a view to assessing the damage and extent of dis- 
ability, This examination revealed that there was a complete 
breakdown of both propulsion and electric power, and both 
the boilers had to be shut down and the diesel generator 
was not in working order, CapUin sethi undertook the 
task of towing the Ship SS DAMODAR ZUARI under these 
difficult circumstances. By sheer dint of determination initia- 
tive and leadership, he successfully completed the task of 
rescuing the ship. 

In this action, Acling Captain Sardari Lai Sethi displayed 
courage* initiative and leadership. 

2, Commander OM PRAKASHl 
Indian Navy. 

On 24th June, 1970, at 1345 hours, a fire was reported 
by the civil authorities in Lonavla and assistance was re- 
quested from INS to light the fire. After the Fire Fighting 
Equipment and personnel were dispatched, a report was 
received that it was a major lire. Though the Officcr-in- 
Charge, Fire Brigade, had proceeded to the site of the lire. 
Commander Om Prakash voluntarily proceeded to the site. 
He took charge of lire lighting and applied correct methods 
in effectively controlling the lire. ] disregarding his personal 
safety* without anv protective clothing, he remained at the 
site for a period of three hours tilj the fire was completely 
controlled. 

In this action. Commander Om Prakash displayed courage, 
determination and leadership. 

3, Commander RANENDRA INATH GHOSH, 

Indian Navy. 

Commander Ranendra Nath Ghokh joined the Navv as a 
Cadet in 1952 and qualified as a Piolt in 1957. The officer 
has held various appointments connected with aviation as 
well as commanded a 1 surface, ship. After doing the Air 
Warfare Instructors Course in the United Kingdom in 1959-60, 
he was appointed to the Indian Navy's Fighter Squadron in 
the Aircraft Carrier where he served for over 2 years. 
Thereafter he served as Senior Pilot and Commanding Officer 
of the Training Squadron, In June 1965. he was appointed 
as Senior Pilot of the Front Line Fighter Squadron. During 
Jndia-Pakistan conflict, he displayed courage and professional 
skill of a high order in preparing th: squadron to the highest 
degree of operational readiness and deployment. Later, he 
also commanded this squadron for nearly 2 years. He has 
also served as Lieutenant Commander Air at the Indian Naval 
Air Station at Cochin and commanded a destroyer. 

Throughout, Commander Ranendpra Nath Ghosh displayed 
leadership and devotion to duty. 

4, Lieutenant Commander VISijtVANATH RAVINDRA- 
NATH, Indian Navy, 

On 6lh July, 1970, a message whs received from Naval 
Officer-in-Charge, GOA. directing thkt th c Naval Air Station, 
DABOLTM, should stand by for the rescue of two seriously 
injured Norwegian Seamen, by helicopter, from a Super 
Tanker s.s. ‘BERGEHAUS’. The ^hip arrived off GOA at 
1630 hours on that day. The weather on 6th July 1970 
deteriorated considerably during Hie afternoon. The sky was 
overcast with frequent heavy showers and strong winds of 
20 to 35 knots. After establishing the radio link with the 
Norwegian Tanker, it was realised that the evacuation of 


the two seriously injured seamen would have to be done 
cither by the rescue hoist or by landing on a make-shift 
Helipad on the Ship. The Ship later confirmed that they 
would rig a small helipad capable of taking the weight of an 
AloucUe ITT Helicopter. After sighting the tanker 15 miles 
from the coast line. Lieutenant Commander V, Ravindranath 
safely accomplished the hazardous job of landing on a make- 
shift helipad on the tanker, which was rolling quite a lot in 
heavy seas, and evacuated the two patients from the ship 
to thc Air Station in two sorties in almost continuous rain 
and fading light conditions. 

In this action. Lieutenant Commander Vishvanalh Ravindra- 
nath displayed courage and leadership. 

5. Lieutenant Commander LAXMT NARA1N, 

Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Commander Laxmi Narain joined the Navy as 
a Cadet in June 1956. and qualified as a Pilot in December 
1959. He has served in various Naval Air Squadrons, In 
November i960, he was specially selected for the Indian 
Navy’s first anti-submarine squadron being formed in France 
for embarking in thc aircraft, carrier. He served in this 
squadron with di$linction for nearly 2 years. In 1963, he 
was selected for Pilot Instructor’s Course with the Air Force, 
where he did extremely well, lie has also served creditably 
on the staff of Commodore Commanding, Southern Naval 
Area, and at Naval Headquarters. He has flown over 2,400 
hours in various types of aircraft, and is the first Indian 
Naval Pilot to complete 500 landings on the aircraft carrier. 

'Throughout his career Lieutenant Commander Laxmi 
Narain displayed professional skill and devotion to duty. 

6. Lieutenant Commander GEORGE KALLATH, 

Indian Navv. 

In May 1970, INS KHUKRI rescued a disabled 7,000 ton 
Indian freighter — -SS DAMODAR ZUARI, and towed it 
safely to Bombay Harbour, over a distance of more than 
3(H) kilometers. Lieutenant Commander George Kail at h 
hoarded the disabled shin to survey the extent of damage 
and organised towing operation in consultation with the ship’s 
crew. In the lace of prevailing adverse weather conditions* 
lack of electric supply and requisite seamanship gear, the 
officer displayed a very high standard of seamanship. An 
Executive Officer of his ship, he was responsible for making 
ad arrangements for taking the disabled ship in tow. towing 
it for more than 48 hours, and salvaging the disabled ship's 
towing gear consisting of 150 fathoms of 5 r/ towing hawser 
and 2 shackles of 2V f wrought iron cable. He contributed 
in a large measure to the successful salvage of the freighter 
under adverse weather conditions bv a small frigate which is 
not equipped for such purposes. 

Throughput. Lieutenant Commander George Kailath dis- 
played devotion to duty and leadership. 

7. Lieutenant Commander DALIP KUMAR NANDI, 
Indan Navy. 

On 28lh May. 1970, INS GODAVARI was at anchor in 
Goa Harbour. A severe cyclonic storm had centred South 
West of Goa resulting in squally weather at that port. At 
about 2030 hours, whilst lowering an inflated rubber dinghy, 
the securing rope slipped from the ship due to sudden move- 
ment on account of the ship rolling in high swell, and the 
dinghy started drifting towards the harbour entrance with 
one sailor in it. Lieutenant Commander Dalip Kumar Nandi 
immediately find a sea boat lowered and realising the weather 
conditions and poor visibility decided personally to go into 
the boat as a coxswain. The dinghy kept drifting fast towards 
the harbour entrance and could not be sifthter from the low 
level of boat because of poor range of die projector which 
was trying to illuminate the area from the ship. Lieutenant 
Commander Nandi encouraged his crew to keep pulling and 
eventually sighted the dinghy almost at thp entrance of thc 
harbour and took it in tow. The return journey had become 
very difficult due to direction of the wind and swell, Lieu- 
tenant Commander Nandi quickly appreciated the situation, 
encouraged his exhausted crew and managed to reach a mer- 
chant ship about 3 cables away at about 2215 hours. The 
boat was eventually brought back to thc ship at about 2330 
hours bv a civilian motor boat and hoisted, 

In this action, Lieutenant Commander Dalip Kumar Nandi 
displayed courage, initiative and leadership. 
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8. Lieutenant SAMIR DAS, 

Indian NavV. 

On 28lh May, 1.970. INS GODAVARI was at anchor in 
GOA harbour, A severe cyclonic storm had centred South 
VVesl of GOA, resulting m squally weather at that port. In 
view of the prevailing weather condition and the tact that 
the ship \Vas without a motor boat, only one watch of ship’s 
Company was allowed to go ashore with instructions to 
return on board in a civil motor boat. At about. 2030 hours 
it decided to lower an inffiUcd rubber dinghy and send it 
ashore to enquire why the men who had gone ashoro had not 
relumed. WhilsL lowering the dinghy, the securing rope 
slipped from the ship and the dinghy started drafting towards 
the harbour entrance with one sailor in it. Lieutenant Samir 
Das, who was supervising the lowering of the boat, in dis- 
regard of his personal safety, jumped into the water to help 
retrieve the dinghy. The Executive Officer of the ship visua- 
lised that under the prevailing weather condition, it was 
impossible for a swimmer to ferry a line across to the dinghy 
and shouted at Lieutenant Das to return to the ship. The 
Grafting dinghy was rescued by the ship’s whaler under the 
charge of another naval officer. However, on account of the 
prevailing adverse weather, the whaler with the dinghy in tow 
could make little progress towards the ship. Lieutenant Das 
took initiative and had the second dinghy lowered in the 
water. Having fitted the outboard engine, he proceeded to 
assist the whaler. When he could sight the whaler, it was 
nearing a Merchant Ship, Under instructions of the Executive 
Officer, who was in the whaler. Lieutenant Das towed the 
dinghy back, to the ship, while the whaler was secured to the 
merchant ship and was eventually towed back to the ship 
by another boat. 

In this action, Lieutenant Samir Das displayed courage ini- 
tiative and devotion to duty. 

9. Lieutenant SUBRAM AN (AN VENKAL ARAMAN 
(E), Indian Navy. 

At about 0230 hours on I7tli May, 1970, on receiving inti- 
mation about a major tire at KARJAT, Lieutenant Subra- 
m a nian Venkataraman(E) ( the Officer-in-Charge of Naval 
File Station, rushed from INS SHIVAII to the scene of tire, 
50 Kilometres away, alongwith a Fire Party and Fire Fighting 
equipment. He successfully tackled the fire close to the 
Railway Yard at KARIAT and disregarding his personal 
safety and comfort enabled private and public property 
worth several lakhs to be saved from possible destruction. 
Again, at 1345 hours on 24th June, 1970. on intimation of 
a major fire in Lonnvla town, Lieutenant Subramanian Ven- 
r kataraman hurried to the scene of fire and by his timely 
'action and courage controlled the lire from spreading further. 

Throughout, Lieu tenant Subramanian Vcnkatnraman dis- 
played courage and leadership. 

10. Lieutenant VINOD PASRTCH A, 

Indian Navy. 

On ilih September, 1969, Lieutenant Vinod Pasricha got 
'airborne in Seahawk IN 242, with full drop tanks, on a ferry 
Right to Cochin from Dabolim. During the late stages of the 
take off um. the pilot observed that the iet pipe temperature 
had risen to 7-60V Centigrade at 12,700 RPM, which he 
promptly corrected bv reducing the RPM to 12,400 and there- 
by bringing the jet pipe temperature within acceptable limits 
of 740 (J Ccnlrigradc. After getting airborne at a height of 
20 feet above the ground, the aircraft Engine Bay Fire Warn- 
ing Light came on. The pilot further reduced tho throttle to 
8,800 RPM (JPT 600) at which power setting the light 
went oil'. Meanwhile, the Aircraft had climbed to U)tf feet 
only and the forward speed was 120 knots, At the full drop 
tank configuration of the aircraft this RPM /Speed status was 
extremely critical and pilot would have been fully justified to 
eject. However, he chose to nurse the aircraft around to 
the down wind at the same power status and subsequently 
managed to increase his forward speed to 125 knots with a 
gentle turn to the down wind leg. He jettisioned tile full 
drop tanks and pylons during the turn to reduce extra weight, 
from the aircraft, Thereafter in a shallow gentle climp at 
a reduced power status, he climbed to 200 feet on the down 
wind leg, reaching a forward speed of 150 knots, by the time 
he was in a position to turn base leg for an emergency land- 
ing, The landing was successfully accomplished and the 
aircraft stopped and switched ofl’ on the runway. The whole 
emergency lasted over a period of 3 minutes only. 


In this 'action. Lieutenant Vinod Pasricha displayed courage 
and professional skill. 

— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL”/ ARMY MEDAL ’ to the 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
duty or courage : — 

1. Lieutenant Colonel TILAK RAJ KAPOOR 
(IC 9077), 

Sikh Regiment. 

Lieutenant Colonel Tilak Raj Kapoor commanded on In- 
1 anli y Battalion in the Mizo Hills from January, 1968 to 
December 1969. flic Battalion was hardly a year and a 
half old since raising and was located in one of the import- 
ant. sectors in this area. By the time the Battalion was moved 
out in December, 1969. it had captured large quantities of 
■arms and ammunition, and also indicted heavy casualties on 
the hostilcs. Lt. Col, Kapoor conducted a number of opera- 
tions personally with marked success. Fie organised local 
intelligence in furtherance of the operational tasks. 

Throughout. Lt, Col. lilak Raj Kapoor displayed courage 
and leadership. 

2. Major BH1MRAO PA'flL (1C 20671), 

Mahar Regiment. 

Major Hhimrao Patil had been in command of a rillc 
company in Nagaland. On the night of I4th/15lh April, 
1970, a hostile canic to the village to collect rations, Major 
Patil quickly apprehended the hostile and bv interrogation 
learnt of the hostile hideout where some weapons and ammu- 
nition had been kept by them, With a patrol he immediately 
set out to locate the hideout. When the patrol was about 
100 yards from the hideout, the hostiles became aware of the 
presence of the patrol. Major, Patil, with complete disregard 
lo his personal safety, charged the hostile camp with his men. 
In the encounter, one hostile was shot dead and another in- 
jured. The patrol recovered a large quantity of ammunition, 
equipment and some important documents. 

In this action. Major Bhimrao Patil displayed courage and 
leadership. 

3. Major IJARPHOOL S1NGJI (hC-58747). 

BihcU Regiment. 

Major liarphool Singh served from August 1968 to June 
1970 as a company commander of an Infantry Battalion 
engaged in counter-insurgency operations in an area in Mani- 
pur. In August 1969, he established a new post in an area 
in which armed hostiles had been active, through his un- 
tiring zeal and devotion to duty, he brought the situation 
under control and restored normalcy, lie personally led 
several operations which resulted in the recovery of large 
quantities of arms and weapons. 

Throughout. Major Harphool Singh displayed courage, 
initiative and leadership. 

4. Major SANTOS H KUMAR SARKAR (MR-1 119), 
Army Medical Corps. 

Major Santosh Kumar Sarkar took over as a Surgeon in a 
Field Hospital in NFFA on 25th April, 1 969. The Hospital 
was located in an area with inclement weather conditions and 
rough terrain. In spite of many difficulties, he had performed 
several difficult operations on Army personnel, tribal 
Mom pas and other civilians. For the first time in the Kameng 
Division, he started operating cases of colloid goitre by remov- 
ing the Thyroid gland and successfully operated on six. such 
cases, lie had functioned most admirably under adverse 
conditions of climate and terrain and has saved a number 
of lives. 

Throughout, Major Santosh Kumar Sarkar displayed initia- 
tive, professional skill and devotion to duty. 

5. Lieutenant A YUS IMTILTBA AO (JAMIR) (SS- 
21289), Maratha Light Infantry. 

On I Uh August, 1970, at about 2000 hours, on receipt 
of information about the presence of hostile 3 in an area in 
Manipur, a patrol was sent to apprehend the hostiles. Lieute- 
nant Ayus Imtiliba AO (Jamir) was the second-in-command 
of the patrol. As the patrol reached the area, tho hostiles 
ran down a steep slope on the eastern side of the road. The 
patrol ran down a hack in the same direction. However, see- 
ing that the hostiles were running away. Lieutenant AO 
(Jamir) went straight down the hill-side after them, Having 
closed the gulf, he jumped a distance of approximately twenty 
feet in pitch darkness and collided with two of tho hostiles. 
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The hostiles fired at him, but the patrol returned fire killing 
the man with whom Lieutenant AO (Jumir) grappling. The 
dead man was subsequently identified as Salu who was known 
lo be one of the top hostile leaders in MAO area and against 
whom the civil Police had registered several eases including 
murder and sabotage of an import mt bridge on a National 
High-wav. 

In this action. Lieutenant Ayus Jmtiliba AO (Jamir) dis- 
played courage and leadership. 

6. 2nd Lieutenant RAM VILAS RAM (SS 22278), 
Gorkha Rifles. 

2nd Lieutenant Ram Vilas Ram was commanding a Com- 
pany of an Infantry Hattalion in Nagaland from 12th May 
to 25th June, 1970. On the night of 12th/ 13th May 1970 
during a 'raid, he personally chased one armed hostile who 
was trying to escape and shot him dead, and captured one 
.303 rifle. On the night of 24th / 25th June 1970, two 
hostiics were captured and brought over to the Battalion 
Headquarters and after interrogation they agreed to show 
a camp hideout of the hostiles. 2nd Lieutenant Ram Vilas 
Ram who had returned only at about 1800 hours On 24th 
June 1970 after having been out with his company continu- 
ously for 72 hours in bad weather volunteered to go out 
again and left with a column of about 40 other ranks, at 
midnight of 24lh/25lh June 1970. The hostiles first led 
the party to a camp which was found to have been already 
vacated. The captured hostiles then confessed that they 
knew of one more hideout each in different directions. 2nd 
Lieutenant Ram look one party of 15 other ranks and follow- 
ed a very difficult out-flanking route through thick iungle. 
The hostile pointed out the hideout in a dense grove at some 
distance. 2nd Lieutenant Ram. with six other ranks, started 
crawling towards the reported hideout. It was very difficult 
going as due to heavy rain during the past 72 hours the 
ground was slushy with thorny b .ashes, bamboos and tall 
grass all over. Having crawled about 200 meters he saw 
a few huts and out of one of them smoke was coming out. 
As he was planning his next move, four- hostiles with rifles 
suddenly rushed out of a hut and started running down hill. 
Realising that his presence had been detected, he, along with 
other ranks charged towards the escaping hostiles. He open- 
ed fire with his slen gun and hit one hostile, Running for- 
ward, he saw another hostile and shot him dead. He did rot 
stop till his foot slipped and he fell down injuring bis knee. 
The remaining other ranks of his party were encouraged by 
him to continue chasing the remaining two hostiles who were 
also shot dead ultimately. 

Throughout, 2nd Lieutenant RfJm Vilas Ram displayed 
courage and leadership. 

7. 2nd Lieutenant HARRHAJ^N SINGH KHARA (SS- 
21056) Elec. & Mcch Engineers. 

On 24th January 1970, at about 1830 horns, a very heavy 
and unexpected land-slide took place at Rishi Bridge site on 
India-Sikkim border, as a result cf which one officer and 
twenty-nine pioneers were killed and another officer and 25 
other pioneers were seriously injured. Most of the dead and 
in iured personnel were hurried under heavy rocks and debris. 
These officers and men were working lo complete the ap- 
proach road for construction oC a permanent bridge at that 
site. 2nd Lieutenant Harbhajan Singh Khara, who was at 
that lime supervising repairs to a dozer nearby rushed to the 
spot. He immediately organised rescue operation at great 
speed with available personnel, and evacuated all the 26 
injured personnel to the nearest hospital. The rescue opera- 
tion was extremely difficult and dangerous since all lighting 
arrangements were shattered bv the slide, and some boulders 
were stil.Lf ailing. 

Tn this action. 2nd Lieutenant. Hiirbbajan Singh Khara dis- 
played courage, initiative and leadership. 

, 8 80031 Subcdar 'TEK BAHADJUR GURUNG, 

Assam Rifles. 

Subedar Tek Bahadur Gurung whs officiating B Sub Wing 
Commander of an Infantry Battalion in an area in Nagaland 
during the month of- May 1970. Having obtained information 
about the presence of a notorious Vostile leader, KHUSANG, 
in the area of his responsibility, hk planned an operation to 
capture him. He led a patrol ofl 20 riflemen to the area 
where the hostile leader was believid to be present. At about 
1700 hours on 17th Mav, 1970, he established a firm base 
in the close vicinity 1 of that area a]nd divided his party iudi- 
ciouslv to cover all the escape roulis. Leading a small parly 
of only three men, he advanced 'towards a hut where some 


mi miaous movement hud been noticed. With complete dis- 
regard to his personal safety, he surrounded the hut and 
challenged the inmates. On hearing the challenge, the hostile 
leader rushed out of the hut and started running towards the 
nearby jungle. Subcdar G uriing immediately ordered his men 
to open fire which resulted in inflicting injuries on the escap- 
ing hostile and hLs eventual capture. 

Throughout, Subcdar Tek Bahadur Guriina displayed 
courage, determination and leadership. 

9. 4 1442 16 Havildei KH1M SINGH, 

Guards. 

On the 16tfi May, 1970, Havildar Khim Singh was leading 
a patrol towards a hostile Camp in Nagaland. He was 
assigned the task of locating and liquidating the said camp. 
While moving through 1 thick iungle. the patrol was fired upon 
by hostiles from a range of 100 to 150 yards resulting in 
bullet injury to ttavildar Khim Singh, Jnspitc of the bullet 
wound and the effective hostile fire he immediately charged 
towards the hostile position. His personal example and bold 
action at this crucial stage inspired other members of the 
patrol lo join the assault. This offensive action by a few 
men so demoralised the hostiles, numbering 15 to 20, that 
they fled in confusion leaving behind six .303 Rifles and 
ammunition. , 

In this action, Havildar Khim Singh displayed courage, 
determination and leadership. 

10. 4145031 Naik KESHAR SINGH, 

Kumaon Regiment. 

On 15th January 1970. at about 0730 hours, a long rangfc 
patrol, under the leadership of Naik Keshar Singh, was sent 
to an area in J&K. They established patrol base enroute 
for night hall. When Naik Keshar Singh and his patrol left 
the base at about 0640 hours on 16th January, 1970, for 
their objective, the weather was cloudy and a fast wind was 
blowing. At about 1200 hours a snow storm started which 
greatly hindered the movement of the patrol and reduced 
the visibility to barely five yards. At about 1300 hours, an 
avalanche overtook the patrol in which the leading seven 
men were trapped and only the last three could escape. The 
leading scout and two other Ranks were carried away with 
the avalanche. Naik Keshar Singh, his radio operator and 
two other members of the patrol were burned up to their 
necks in the snow, but except for the radio operator they 
managed to extricate themselves with l heir own efforts. 
Immediately on freeing himself, Naik Keshar Singh helped 
in rescuing the radio operator. Then, at considerable risk 
to his personal life and safety, he led the remaining members 
of his patrol in search of the hurried men. He rendered 
first aid to three men who were recovered from under deep 
snow and thereby paved their lives. After recovering the 
men Naik Keshar Singh discovered that two weapons were 
slill hurried some-where in the snow. Tn spite of deteriorating 
weather conditions, he organised a search for missing weapons 
which were eventually recovered after an intensive search for 
about two hours and after removing the snow with hands. 
At about 1515 hours the patrol resumed its advance without 
losing courage or showing any sign of panic. By this time 
their movement had become extremely difficult and visibility 
very poor due to severe snow storm and failing light.. At 
about 1900 hours, he led his patrol to an area of stony 
waste and halted there to regain control and inspire confidence 
in his men. Tt was pitch dark by then and he used his 
initiative and sound judgement in deciding to establish patrol 
base at (hat place instead of risking the life and safely of 
his patrol by moving anv further. Although the entire 
patrol party was exhausted he kept up the morale, courage 
and hone and sp|rit of his men who had implicit faith in his 
judgement and inspiring leadership, allhough the palrol had 
to ^nend almost twelve hours in the open at an altitude of 
13,000 feet. 

Tn this action. Naik Keshar Singh displayed courage initia- 
tive and leadership. 

11. 7044124 Naik PARSHOTAM T AT.. 

Electrical & Mechanical Engineers. 

At about 1130 hours on 6th March, 1970. an aircraft 
crashed immediately after it. took off from the Poonch air- 
field in J&K Th^ aircraft crashed in Betar Nullah and 
caucht fire. N*ik Parshotam Tal was nearly 100 yards from 
the scene of the accident. He ran towards the burning 
wreckage and took immediate action, with complete disregard 
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to his own safety, to remove the crew. He personally 
removed the safety belt of an offeer but found that the officer 
had already expired. He then tried to remove safety belt of 
a Warrant Officer, the second occupant. Meanwhile, his 
own clothes caught fire and he jumped into the nullah to 
extinguish it. He then again tried to remove the Warrant 
Officer, In the meantime, some civilians ‘ came to the scene 
of the crash and helped him in removing from the wreckage 
the Warrant Officer who was critically injured. 

In this action. Naik Parshotam Lai displayed exemplary 
courage and initiative. 

12. 9408651 Lance Naik RAM BAHADUR RAI, 

1/11 Gorkha Rifles. 

On 17th November 1969, Lance Naik Ram Bahadur Rai 
went out with his Company which had been detailed to 
liquidate a hostile hide out in Nagaland. At about 1200 hours 
the hideout was spotted hut was found to have been aban- 
doned. The Company Commander then moved his Company 
towards the reported location of another hide out in the same 
area. Lance Naik Ram Bahadur Rai was detailed as No. 1 
Scout. At about 1300 hours, the second hide out was spotted 
which also appeared vacant. Lance Naik Ram Bahadur Rai 
along with three other Ranks from the leading section, was 
detailed to approach the camp to find out if it was vacant 
or occupied. After 'going forward, he saw some movement 
in the hideout and decided to crawl nearer to get a clearer 
view, When he had reached quite close to the nearest Bash a 
of this hideout he spotted one of the hostiles, who rushed 
inside the Basha and came out with a Rifle and started firing, 
Lance Naik Ram Bahadur Rai promptly took aim and return- 
ed the fire killing this hostile on the spot, Meanwhile, one 
more hostile started firing towards him. He fi r ed in the 
direction of the hostile and filled him also. On another 
occasion, in an encounter, he killed one hostile. 

Throughout, Lance Naik Ram Bahadur Rai displayed 
courage, initiative and determination.'

Cantain Purshotam Joshi was nlaced in command of JAK- 
PHANG Post in TUENSANG District Nagaland, with effect 
from 2nd June 1969. From 4th Anril to 19th Anril- 1970, 
he recovered five .303 Rifles. On 10th Mav, 1970 he cap- 
lured three hostile agents, discovered a hostile Headquarters 
and recovered one typewriter, one radio set and valuable 
documents. On llth May, 1970, he recovered six .303 rifles. 
On 2nd June, 1970. he again recovered six .303 Rifles. As 
a result of the relentless onerations conducted by Cantain 
Joshi the hostile influence in the area has been effectively 
eleminated and the area has been cleared of all concealed 
service weapons.

On 9th September 1969, vSquadron Trader Narinder Singh 
Arora was conducting an aircrew categorisation test in a 
transport aircraft. During the flight, the aircraft suddenly 
skfded to the lift He and the second pilot, who was under- 
going the test, struggled with the controls in an effort to 
keep the aircraft on an even keel. Having ensured that all 
the engines were functioning normally, he tried to trim the 
rudder with his trimming control but there was no response. 
Due to mechanical defect, the rudder trimmer had moved 
to the fully left position and was not responding to correc- 
tions. In spite of the efforts of both the pilots, the aircraft 
continued to lose direction and height. The incident occurred 
at a height of 2.3 KM and 15 miles west of the airfield. 
Eventually. Squadron Leader Arora feathered No. 4 engine 
and increased power of No. 1 and this combination gave 
him just enough directional control to bring the aircraft 
down to a safe landing. 

In this action, Squadron Leader Arora displayed cool cour- 
age and high professional skill and thus saved a valuable 
aircraft and the lives of its crew.

rator to operate essential electrical service. Soon thereafter, 
the cockpit lights flickered and the cockpit was plunged in 
darkness. Smoke began to emanate from the Auxiliary Power 
Plant, ruling out a restart, As the sparks in the voltage regu- 
lator indicated an electric short circuit, the attempt to regain 
electrical power was also abandoned. By this time, the night 
had set in and a hand torch had to be used to scan the instru- 
ments. With vital requipment failing in quick succession, the 
situation was very grave. Fight Lieutenant Pandey, who had 
meanwhile turned back to return to base, finally succeeded 
in making a safe single engine landing at Allahabad.

Flight Lieutenant Somar Bikram Shah has been serving in 
an operational Squadron since September 1968, He was 
detailed to fly on an exercise on the night of 16th March 1970. 
On completion of the exercise, he rejoined the circuit to land. 
Wnen he lowered the under carriage on the down wind leg at 
a height of 5(H) metres above ground level, his ailerons jammed 
and me aircraft roled over to ihe left and began to lose height. 
However, by dint sheer force, he regained partial control of 
the aircraft and managed to get it into straight and level flight 
at a very low altitude. He then retracted the under-carriage 
and climbed upto 1,000 metres prior to making a second 
attempt to land.

Hying Officer (now Flight Lieutenant) Sushil AgnihoLri has 
been serving in an operational Squadron since December 1968, 
On 7th October 1969, he was detailed to fly on a Sector recon- 
naisance sortie. Oil completion of the exercise, he joined the 
circuit for a landing. On the downwind leg, the undercarriage 
did not lock down due to a total hydraulic failure, He imme- 
diately selected the flying controls to manual and lowered the 
under-carriage with the emergency system. As he operated the 
flaps with the emergency system, the aircraft started a vicious 
roll to (he left due to differential flap lowering. He tried to 
keep the aircraft under control, but the force required on the 
control column was so great Inal he was barely able to hold 
the aircraft level.

He was by this time, running 
short of fuel. He decided to abandon the aircraft and trans- 
mitted a radio message to this effect. ^A$ he was attempting 
to head the aircraft in a safe direction and was gaining height 
to eject, he found that he could control the aircraft with only 
a slight and gradual loss of direction. Noticing this, he revised 
his decision to abandon the aircraft and decided to make one 
more attempt to land, The flying controls were in manual and 
even the aileron trimmer was not available to him. The brake 
pressure remained low and he was by now very short of fuel. 
However, he touched down right at the beginning of the run- 
way, streamed the tailchute and shut down the engine. By 
judicious application of brakes, he managed to slow down the 
aircraft but then the brakes failed. Eventually, the aircraft 
went off the runway at very low speed and came to a stop 
without any damage.

No. 16/4/71 -CSV/.—' The rules for a qualifying examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
March, 1972, for the purpose of making addition to the 
Select. List of Grade II of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers Service from among the Hindi Stenographers are 
published for general information, 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commisison in the manner prescribed in the Appendix 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

3. (1) Any permanent or temporary Hindi Stenographer 
who is working in any of the Ministries, Departments or 
Offices participating in the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service and who satisfies the following conditions shall be 
eligible to appear at the examination : — 

(a) he should be holding a post of Hindi Stenographer 
in a scale of pay the minimum and maximum of 
which arc not less than Rs. 210/- and Rs. 530/- 
respectively. 

(b) he should have been appointed as Hindi Steno- 
grapher before the 23rd March, 1968. 

Note : — Hindi Stenographers who are on deputation to other 
ox-cadre posts with the approval of the competent 
authority sfjall be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination if otherwise eligible. This also applies 
to an officer who has been appointed to another ex- 
cadre post or to another service on transfer if he 
continues to have a lien in the post of Hindi Steno- 
grapher for the time being, 

(2) No candidate shall be permitted to appear more than 
2 times at the examination. 

Note; — A candidate shall be deemed to have appeared at 
the examination if he actually appears In any One 
or more subjects. 
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N.B. — Candidates are warned that, the examination would 
he held only twice. 

4. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate lor admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

5. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission, 

6. A candidate who is, or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
document or documents which has or have been tampered 
with or of making statements which are incorrect or false or 
of suppressing material information oy otherwise resorting 
to any other irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination, or of using or attempting to 
use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour 
in the examination hall, may. in addition to rendering him- 
self liable to criminal prosecution 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission from admission to any exami- 
nation or from appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules. 

7. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may be held by the Com- 
mission to be a conduct which would disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure 1 
to the Commission’s Notice. 

9. After the examination, the names of the candidates who 
arc considered by the Commission to he suitable for inclu- 
sion in the Select Cist for Grade II of the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers Service on the results of the examination shall 
be recommended for such inclusion ; 

Provided that candidates belonging lo the Scheduled 
Cgstes Or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not 
qualified by the standard prescribed by the Com- 
mission may also bp recommended by them if they 
ar c not found unfit for inclusion in the Select List 
for Grade 11 of the Central Secretariat Stenographer 
Service on the results of the examination.

11. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
us Hindi Stenographer or otherwise quits the post Oy severs 
his connection with it, or whose services are terminated by 
his Department or who is appointed to another ex-cadre post 
or to another service on ‘transfer’ and does not hav e a lien 
in the post of Hindi Stenographer, will not be eligible for 
inclusion In the Select List of Grade II of the C.S.S.S. on the 
results of this examination. 


This, however, does not. apply to a Hindi Stenographer 
who has been appointed on deputation to another cx-cadrc 
post with the approval of the competent authority.
